‘COERCION BILL; 


Irish Force Plan to Be 
Adopted Today. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—<After a debate 
which developed great heat and a per- 


government at 11 o'clock tonight de- 
feated the motion of John Robert 
Cwnes, Laborite, for rejection of the 
new Irish crimes bill, and the measure 
passed second reading by a vote of 
289 to 71. 

The voting was carried out under a 
motion made in the house early today 
by Andrew Bonar Law, providing for 
passage of the bill by 6 o’clock tomor- 
row evening. Debate is limited to four 
hours and it is expected the measure 
will be passed. 

Drastic Provisions. 

The bill provides that a military tri- 
bunal with a lay assistant, who need 
not be a judge, but merely a lawyer, 
can sentence men to death without a 
jury. Civil actions also can be tried 
without a jury. Any one in Ireiand 
who in the past has been sent to 
prison may be again arrested at will 
under the bill. The measure is appli- 
cable only to disturbed areas.

“the worst, the most coercive measure

quith had never offered a solution of 
the difficulty.

Mr. Lioyd George in his attack on Mr. 
Asquith said it was useless to makc 
vague, ill eOnsidered suggestions about 
dominion home rule, and challenged 
Mr. Asquith to present the name of 
any one in Ireland able to speak for 
the Irish people, who would accept his 
dominion proposal. 

There was not a single dominion, the 
premier added, but possessed an army 
and power to possess & navy, and he 
asked whether Mr. Asquith would give 
Ireland an army and navy. 

Britain Fears Irish Ports. 

Irish ports, Mr. Lloyd George assert- 
ed, were the most dangerous spots in 
the empire. Were these to be handed 
over to the dominion parliament? 

“Mr. Asquith is merely shirking the 
difficulty and making worse the situa- 
tion,” declared the premier, “by al- 
lowing it to be made known through- 
out Ireland and America that, though

Strike on Since Sunday. 

The street car strike has been on in. 
Denver since early Sunday morning. 
No effort was made to run cars until 
yesterday, when they were sent out 
manned by armeéd strikebreakers, of 
whom there are 500 in the city. Many 
passengers were carried yesterday, but 
towards dark the strike sympathizers 
began to use violence. It is reported 
the first battle resulted from a strike- 
breaker firing into a crowd seeking 
to derail a car. . 

The mob surged forward. Some 
yelled “Get them! Get them!” The 
crew was dragged off and beaten. 

Chief of Police Armstrong, who had 
rushed a platoon of police to the scene, 
was struck while trying to stop this 
battle. | 

Patrolman Amos Hughes was also 
hit by a stone. He was taken to the 
county hospital. Several other police- 
men also were reported hurt in the 
rioting. 

Post Building Wrecked. 

The mob gathered in . front of the 
Post building just after attacking the 
first cars. It was dispersed that time, 
but at 8:30 o'clock the crowd. again 
gathered at the Post. Nearly all of the 
windows in the present plant and in 
a new one being built next door were 
broken. The Post employés hoisted 
an American flag over the building, 
the rioting subsided slightly, but was 
renewed a few minutes later with 
greater vigor. | 

The mob then entered the building. 
Hammers and spikes were thrown into 
the linotype machines, paper rolls were 
moved into the streets, ‘wafer was 
poured on the presses, and the presses 
were damaged by hammers.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Russian 
soviet’s reply to Great Britain's call for 
a halt of the bolshevik advance in 
Poland is a refusal, according to the 
London Times.

Western civilization touches Asia on two fronts 
and the United States is on one of the fronts. It 
touches Asia at Asia’s farthest west in East Prus- 
Sia, In the Masurian lakes regions, the Pripet 
marshes, etc.. 

If it is conceivable that Russia could overrun all 
of Poland, Austria, the new states of central Eu- 
rope, and Germany, either by combination with the 
Germans or by defeating them, the Reds would be 


a danger to the United States. 

We should then be giad again that the British 
navy kept dangerous forces of continental Europe 
from getting out on the water. It would be a good 
thing for us to take a realistic view of our inter- 
ests. 

It is to our interest that Russia and Japan should 
be opposed to each other. It is better for us that 
Japan is opposing Russia in taking Saghalin and 
in entering Siberia. It would be better for us if 
Russia were disputing Japan’s expansion rather 
than expanding herself in Poland. 


We do not want the Japanese coming in our di- 


rection and we do not want the Russians coming, 
in our direction. It would be better if they were'to the need of factory products on the farms.

One way to keep the Russians from moving west 
is to have a barrier of nations along the natural 
frontier between the east and west and have these 
nations able to defend themselves.

It is a quick transition from one to the 
other, and it is instantly apparent that they are 
unlike and unsympathetic.

Its new gov- 
ernment is attached more closely politically to 
w«tern civilization than it ever wag before, and it

Realism would say that if there is to be an 
actual conflict between east and west, as there must 
Miways be the inherent conflict, Germany is 
geeded by the west and the west cannot wholly 
Getach its interests and its fate from German in- 
terests and German fate. The sooner Germany is 
retéstablished in the west the better it will be for 
western civilization.

FACTORY LABOR ON THE FARM. 

Searching a few months ago for a glint of silver 
in the cloud of labor troubles which overshadowed 
the farms of the nation, we thought we had found 
it in the factories which were turning out tractors 
and other improved farm machinery at an un- 
precedented rate. Seeing at the time no better way 
to lighten-the gloom of the farmers, we painted 
out that the laborer drawn from the farm to the 
factory eventually would send back to the farm a 
machine which would do twice the work which 
he had been able to do. 

That assertion provoked a broadside of protest 
from the farms. Rural correspondents threw down 
their pitchforks and picked up lead pencils to ‘in- 
form us that we know nothing about the farmer or 
his problems. They advised us with rustic sim- 
plicity of speech that if we had nothing wiser or 
more comforting than that to say we had etter 
keep still. We were silenced, if not convinced 

It is comforting to us, therefore, if not to the 
farmer, to note that one of the high lights of Ar- 
thur Evans’ careful observation in six agricultural 
states has been upon the overcoming of labor short- 
age by improved farming machinery. Writing 
from Aberdeen, 8. D., he says: “The farmer here 
seems to be reaching the point, through the use 
of more and better machinery, where he is less 
and less dependent upon migratory labor during 
the harvest rush.” This observation is typical of 
that in the other states visited. It is a sign of the 
times.

GROWTH OF TAXATION. 
{Journal of Commerce.] 
Just as the current advance in prices took some 
time to spread from the. points in the industrial or- 
ganization where it first became acute to other rela- 
tionships so it is proying true of taxation. During 
the war the need for increased revenue was first 
felt by the federal government. This. necessity 
was quickly passed on to the several states in 
connection with their war ‘outlays. Then“as prices 


advanced and the cost of getting work done was 
increased there was an additional reason for new 
taxation. Finally the cities have had to raise the 
pay of teachers and other employés, have had to 
expend more for their actual dgy to day necessities 
as labor has advanced in price, and now practically 
all over the country are largely adding to their tax 
burdens. 

This increase of taxation is of great importance 
because a reduction in public exactions is always 
difficult to bring about. Even if there should be a 
sharp cut in prices it would take a much longer time 
to reduce taxatior sorrespondingly than it did orig- 
inally to mcrease it 4ll grades of government when 
accustomed to receive income of given size are loath 
to reduce or relinquish it and when savings have 
been made possible through reduction of prices much 
prefer to spend the funds in some new way rather 
than to cut taxation. 

The drift that is at present going on, therefore, in 
municipalities throughout the country must be re- 
garded as tending to establish an approximately 
permanent condition, whose effects will be long in 
erasing themselves. 

It should be remembered in all municipal! | 
at the present time that every step toward the en- 
largement of taxation must be regarded as a lasting 
burden upon property values, and that its effects 
will be seen in a continuous and semi-permanent 
increase in rentals, which means in the

DIETING FOR BRIGHT’S 


DISEASE. 
HE ordinary chronic Bright’s dis- 
ease without dropsy, with only a 
moderate amount of albumin and 
casts, with no great increase in 
blood pressure and no tendency to affect 


.| the sight, is a very mild disease with only 


& slight tendency to destroy life. A care- 
ful pergon can live with the disease for 
many years, 

Osler once wrote an essay on the ad- 
vantage of having a moderate amount of 
Bright's disease and in this essay he 
told of several men who had lived out 
their natural expectancy in spite of 
Bright's. His argument was that if a 
moderate degree of Bright's disease would 
make a man who had been driving him- 
self too hard siow down and get within 
hia speed it would prolong his life. 


An able Frenchman says that in diet- 
ing people with this form of Bright's dis- 
ease milk is of no use. He gives little 
or gone. He allows them to eat a mod- 
erate allowance of fish, white and red 
meat, and ergs, but he insists that all 
meat should be freshly killed and well 
cooked. When meat is allowed to age 
it develops poisons which are hard on 
the kidneys. | 
He permits the use of all kinds of fresh 
vegetables and fruits, except the sour 
kinds. He tries especially to avoid the 
vegetables rich in oxalates. The worst 
of these are pieplant and cranberries. 
The main requisites are to eat in 
great moderation, to eat sparingly of 
Meat and meat products, to maintain 
proper bowel habits, to avoid exposure 
to cold and damp, and never to overwork. 


. There is a form of Bright's disease in 
which a tendency toward unconscious 
| spells, coma, and even convulsions and 
seeming paralysis is present. The diet- 
ing of these cases is difficult. They can- 
not eat any meat, potted meats, or other 
meat products, eggs of any kind, or 
dried vegetables. 

The allowance of milk should be Iim- 
ited to the amount required for cooking. 
They should live on rice, potatoes, tapi- 
oca, sago, arrowroot, fats, plenty of 
sugar, all kinds of green vegetabies, 
carrots, parsnips, and all kinds of fruits. 
Seven ounces of bread a day is allowed. 

If the person is in very bad shape he 
should limit himself to six or eight 
pounds of grapes a day and eat no other 
food. 

In most cases it fs proper to give plenty 
of drinking water. If, however, there is 
dropsy the day’s allowance of water 
should be reduced to one quart and the 
ediet should be salt-free or low in salt. 
As he gets better he can eat cereals 
rather freely and gradually broaden the 
limits of his dietary along the lines laid 
down above,

No manuscript wil & 
returned unless the writer sends postage for that purpose, 


DISAGREEING WITH ARTHUR 
EVANS. | 

Ottumwa, Ia., July 31.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.)~I have been reading with 
considerable interest for several days 
the articles appearing in THE TRIBUNE 
written by Arthur M. Evans from Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and Nebraska. I feel 
that the articles as published are daing 
a positive injury to the agricultural 
class generally in the middle west, and 
especiaily in the territory covered. 

This for the reason that the figures 
given from time to time by Mr. Evans 
concerning the crop and the returns 
realized therefrom are, in my opinion, 
altogether extravagant. In one article, 
from Hutchinson, Kas., Mr. Evans had 
it figured out that the crop in Barton 
county would net each one of the entire 
18,000 inhabitants about $650. Mr. 
Evans has doubtless taken the maximum 
figures given him by some enthusiastic 
local booster. At the same time he has 
based the market price at $2.50 per 
bushel. No consideration whatever has 


been given to the cost of production. ° 


With particular reference to this I call 
attention to the decline in the last few 
days of more than 35 cents per bushel. 
In the article relative to the corn crop 
in Nebraska, the crop was given as 188,- 
000,000 bushels, with a probable value of 
$300,000,000. “With particular reference 
to this statement of Mr. Evans, I wish 
to say that, assuming that the crop will 
be 188,000,000 bushels in Nebraska, he 
must figure a net price of approximately 
31.69 per bushel to realize $300,000,000., 
I am not a prophet, nor son of a 
prophet, but, judging by precedent, I 
do not believe any flight of imagination 
could carry one to the idea that the 
Nebraska crop will exceed $200,000,000. 
I am altogether in sympathy with the 
idea that prices generally should be re- 
duced, but the propaganda which takes 
$10 off of the farmer's hog in six weeks 
and 60 cents off of the price of his corn 
in the same time, as in the early fall 
of 1919, and which has taken 35 cents 
off of the price of wheat and approxi- 
mately 60 cents off of the price of corn 
in the last two weeks, and which at the 
same time does not reduce the price of 
commodities which every one must buy, 
is in no sense conducive to bettering the 
feeling among the agricultural classes 
that they are not getting a square deal. 
It is just this sort of propaganda that 
is causing the farms of Michigan, Ohio, 
New York, and other states to be aban-

SKILLED MEN 


But There Is a Glut in 


Harvest Labor. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 


Valley City, N. D., Aug. 5.—([Spe- 
cial.J—The small cities in the granger 
states are far harder pinched for 
skilled and semi-skilled labor than are 
the farmers for field hands and month- 


ly hired help. 


Of harvest labor there is a glut and 
in South Dakota the farmer who is 
starting to cut his wheat has no trou- 
ble in getting men at 50 cents an hour 
for a ten hour day, but in the cities to 
pick up a stray artisan looking for 


work is like finding a gold nugget. 


The garages are the one exception. 
Numbers 
of them, too, get in only two to four 
days’ work a week, but at high wages 
they seem to be content. The fascina- 
tion of climbing into overalls and put- 
tering around the machinery and then 
climbing into the old boat and stepping 
on it still holds them. At almost every 
garage one sees them sprawling in 
_ ehairs waiting a chance to do $14 worth 
passing tourist’s

Little Factories Suffer. 


But the lit@e factories and the es- 
tablishments that require artisans are 
short of help. Small foundries and ma-

In 
many a small community the editor of 
a country weekly is sticking his own 
type and kicking the old job press with 
his strong right leg. “I haven't seen 
an old fashioned journeyman type 
slinger in a pink moon,” lamented an 
editor at Brookings.

Earnings Prove Small. 


High wages in the harvest fields has 
not meant such a high earning capac- 
ity, on the average. This morning at 
7 o’clock at least 500 men were on the 
streets of Aberdeen, looking for jobs.

ELECTRIC, GAS, 
CAR,WATERRATES 
IN SUBURBS RISE 


An order signed by the state pubBlic 
utilities commission yesterday boosted 


in 147 cities and towns in northern Illi- 
nois, including practically every Chi- 
cago suburb. | 

The order provides for an increase 
of from 95 cents to $1.35 per 1,000 cubic 
feet in the gas rate in Oak Park, Evans- 


ton, and all immediate suburban points |. 


and an increese of from $1.10 to $1.45 
in Streator, Kankakee, Morris, Ottawa, 
Pontiac, Seneca, and Marseilles. 

For electric lighting an increase of 
10 per cent is provided, while electric 
power is increased 20 per cent. Water 
rates go up 25 per cent. 

The traction increase affects the 
towns served by the West Towns rail- 
way system and the Evanston Surface 
lines. The old rate called for a cash 
fare of 10 cents or five tickets for 40 
cents, but the new rate cuts out the 
privilege of tickets, making the fare 10 
cents straight except in La Grange, 
where it has been boosted to 15 cents, 
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TURN FIRST DIRT 
ON $130,000,000 
LAKE FRONT JOB 


Boulevard to Circle 
City Is Planned. 


After more than twenty years of 
waiting, wishing, planning, legislating, 
and negotiating, dirt actually flew 
yesterday on the $130,000,000 lak 
front improvement plan. 
“It is the greatest day in Chicago’s 
history,” declared Charles H. Wacker, 
one of the Chicago plan: commission, 
as laborers picked their way through 
the pavement at Randolph street and 
Michigan avenue preparatory to dig- 
ding a tunnel beneath the boulevard 
for the use of pedestrians bound for 
the Randolph street suburban station 
of the Illinois Central. : 

The tunnel will be thirty feet wide, 
ten feet high, electric lighted and 
finished in tile. It is being built by 
the railroad and is to be completed 
within ninety days. The railroad’s 
share of the cost of the lake front im- 
provement is $88,000,000, and the tun- 
nel, which is to cost $150,000, is the 
first actual construction work to be 
done under the triple agreement be- 
tween the city, the railroad and the 
south park board. 


Plan Other Big Projects. 

Mr. Wacker in a letter to Michael 
J. Faherty, president of the board of 
local improvements, yesterday de- 
clared the plan commission is nearly 
ready to make public plans for a dozen 
more long talked of public improve- 
ments. Among them are: 

Opening of Thirty-ninth street, 
to give “back of the yards” res- 
idents access to the lake. 

Widening of Polk street, togeth- 
er with a complete study of the 
street system of the railroad ter- 
minal area bounded by Polk, State, 
Sixteenth street, and the Chicago 
river.
